Los Angeles. 


The following correspondence is 
taken from the Monitor. It Is from 
the pen of our fellow townsman, A. E. 
Redewell: 
At last, after a fatiguing and tedious 
i 
ourney of fifteen hours, we reached 
jos Angeles—or, as the name implies, 
The Angela; hut neither history nor 
the county archives state whether 
they are fallen angels or otherwise. 
We can conjecture, however, that con­ 
sidering the geographical position of 
the county, in the south of California, it 
must be the “angels of the lower re­ 
gions.’* W ith an immense treeless 
valley of a million acres of fine agri­ 
cultural lands: with a climate tem­ 
perate and salubrious—never subject 
to cold, and open at all times to the 
pleasant breezes from the sea; w:*hout 
malaria or anything to produce dis­ 
ease, it would be difficult to find a 
more desirable place for its intelligent 
and industrious people, who are ac­ 
tively engaged in building railroads, 
cultivating land on all sides, building 
large storehouses and palatial resi­ 
dences, and turning to advantage all 
the gifts that Providence has bestowed 
on this angel land. 
F r a ita - —W lne-M ahlng-»-A reuM » 
The walnut, aimomi, orange and 
grape culture and wine and brandy- 
making constitute the principal occu­ 
pations of the people. W heat, barley 
and corn are raised to a great extent, 
but the branch of industry which is 
carried on the greatest scale is that of 
wine-making. There is one fact about 
Los Angeles wine that entitles it to 
the preference of wine drinkers—it is 
pure grape. 
It may lack age and 
aroma, and taste a little “earthy” but 
adulteration withalcohol and logwood 
are not required. The grape grows too 
freely, bears too abundantly to neces­ 
sitate the drugging of its juice. A 
gentleman who hasa large vineyard in­ 
formed me that he sold his last year’s 
crop, amounting to 40,000 gallons, 
to a 8au Francisco firm at twenty-five 
cents per gallon, and th at he made 
twenty per cent, profit at that low fig­ 
ure. Every thing connected with wine­ 
making is interesting to behold, ex­ 
cept the pressing and crushing of the 
grapes to extract th e juice. I witness­ 
ed one of these “crushings,” and must 
confess that my love for good wine re­ 
ceived a check. 
W hen all the grapes 
were riuady in large wine tanks some 
tVventy Mexicans and Indians were or­ 
dered to take off their shoes and socks 
—that is, those wore them ^-and this 
was done without the precaution of 
having their feet washed, though I 
saw a few pair of monstrous sized 
“ grape crushers” that would have 
been greatly improved by washing and 
scrubbing. Upon inquiry about this 
disgusting operation, a bystander an­ 
swered naively that without this pro­ 
cess “ the wine would lose muCn ot its 
aroma.” 
1 have now learned the 
secret of imparting “aroma" to wine, 
and shall certai n' v order in future of my 
rjstauranteur win j without aroma. 
F t p s .a n o n —C h in ese. 
The population of Los Angeles ooun- 
ty is about 20,000. Los Angeles city 
alone numbering naif of that. Two- 
thirds are of American and foreign ex­ 
traction, and the balance native CaU- 
fondona ánd Chinese. Haviftg w rit­ 
ten at length on the Ufe and customs 
of the native Californians in my prev­ 
ious letter, I will now in conclusion 
say a few words on the Chinese of Los 
Angeles. For years bitter prejudices 
have prevailed here, as in other parts 
of the State, ugalnst the Chinese. 
Just a year and a half ago the bitter­ 


ness was so great that a single row, 
which emanated between an Ameri­ 
can and a Chinaman at a laundry, 
was the signal for a grand massacre, 
In which sixteen Chinese lost their 
lives. They were hung or shot down 
like dogs by the mob. W ith a resig­ 
nation that ‘m ight well become men 
toiling for tlit'ir souls, these people, 
notwithstanding that sad occurrence, 
plod along, year after year, heedless 
of all passing events except earning 
of seventy-five cents and a bowl oí 
rice per day. Internal or external af­ 
fairs of Htate, civil or mol) law, 
trouble not the mind of John China­ 
man. H is home Is far away. 
In the 
distant future he sees lots of coin, a 
sea, ami beyond he sees his pig-tailed 
and almond-eyed bride, lloating gar­ 
dens, fat ducks and pigs, hot tea, and a 
happy refuge in his celestial land. 
The Chinese have added to their jar­ 
gon—while speaking English—an ad­ 
ditional m ixture of a little Spanish. 
The following eloquent appeal from 
one of them to a customer greeted my 
ear: “Muchacho, mo wushec yull 
clothes; dos reales one piecee, dollar 
hap six piecee, one dozen all the same; 
poco mus o menos—you sabe? 


A G r a n d E n t e r p r i s e .—The enter­ 
prise of Miller & Lux, large land own­ 
ers in the southern part of this county, 
in constructing a canal for the drain­ 
age of .Soap Lake, which is situated 
upon their premises, is one of the 
grandest ever inaugurated in our val­ 
ley. The lake is situated in the heart 
of a large tract of fertile land, which 
at present is almost valueless because 
of its inundation the greater portion 
of the year. The only time at which 
the land can be used lor any purpose 
whatever, fs late in the season when 
the water has subsided. The oanal 
which is being constructed, is twelve 
feet wide at the bottom and ap­ 
proaches a width of twenty-five leet at 
the top, and is three miles and a half 
in length. 
It lends to the Pnjaro river, 
and will drain several thousand acres 
of land, which comprises some of the 
best land in the country. Messrs. Lux 
A Miller have employed in this work 
about forty-five teams and about fifty- 
two men. The works is under the su­ 
pervision of T. B. Clark, Esq., foreman 
and overseer of the great Miller & Lux 
ranch.—[S?an Jose Mercury.

The S anta Certrudes Rancho. 
Yesterday afternoon the editor of the 
H e r a l d accompanied Mr. McLean to 
the location of the Santa Gertrudes 
R a n c h o , to see the improvements that 
are going on. The day was lovely, and 
the drive a pleasant one. The late rain 
had laid the dust and the air was clear. 
It is proposed to run a ditch from 
the new San Gabriel over the highest 
portion of the land owned by the Santa 
Gortrudes Land Association. This will 
be over live miles long, and will cost 
about $5,000. 
A11 improvements of this kind, tend­ 
ing to extend irrigation and develop 
the resources of the country, we hail 
with pleasure, and are most ready to 
make them public. 
This tract belongs to the Los Nietos 
tract, formerly owned by John G. 
Downey, from whom it was bought by 
the present owners. It contains over 
12,0o0, acres over 7,000 of which have 
already been sold to settlers, and now 
on the entire rancho there are more 
than 600 families, with seven public 
schools and other public improve­ 
ments. 
Part of the balance of land unsold 
cannot bj irrigated, and Edward Mc­ 
Lean, the managing agent of the as­ 
sociation, has been engaged the past 
month in laying out Ihe line of a ditch 
and flume to bring the water on the 
mesa, or uplands, and he has succeeded 
in securing a line by flumltig over a 
mile for bringing water to irrigate 
some 2,000 acres of the fiuest mesa 
land ¡u the county, beautifully located 
and most favorable for oranges, limes, 
lemons, and all the other fruits so 
profitable in this county. At the end 
of the flume, which reaches the mesa 
lands, a main dried ditch of over four 
miles is surveyed out and definitely 
marked by a double fürrow. Near the 
grade stakes, some two miles of side 
ditches are also marked out, on the 
upper side and above the main ditcb. 
Three large lagunas are favorably lo­ 
cated on the highest grounds that can 
be irrigated, and six extensive main 
reservoirs are well located, and almost 
any number of additional reservoirs 
can be constructed as the cultivation 
of the lands may require, and an al­ 
most unlimited amount of water can 
be collected in the numerous reser­ 
voirs that can be constructed as re­ 
quired. Hence by a full and thorough 
irrigation of the land during the win­ 
ter months, an abundance can be 
reservoired for nursery and orchard ir­ 
rigation during the summer. 
We are confident the construction 
of this ditch will at once bring those 
most desirable lands iu demand. 


T he N. Y. Independent is unusually 
fearless and outspoken in denuncia­ 
tion of the Cuban atrocity.

Seven of the nine negroes who were 
implicated in the outrage have been 
killed by citizens.

W ASH INGTO N. 


W a s h in g t o n , N ov. 26.—Secretary 
Robeson left last night for Philadel­ 
phia, on business connected with the 
fitting out of vessels. 
It is said at the navy yard that in­ 
stead of orders being issued for the sus­ 
pension of work, the preparation of 
vessels is hurried. 
The first intimation yesterday of a 
probable change of administration in 
Spain, with Serrano as Dictator, came 
through British official sources. To­ 
day a story comes from another quar­ 
ter, that the Castellar Government is 
to be overthrown by a combination of 
ruling Spaniards. The plan is said to 
include the establishmeut of Serrano 
as Regent for the young Duke Al- 
phonso. Our government has no offi­ 
cial advices on the subject, nor does it 
consider these reports trustworthy. 
The Secretary of the Interior to-day 
affirmed the decision of the Commis­ 
sioner of the General Land Office, in 
the case of Arthur St. Clair and others 
against the Western Pacific railroad. 
This decision is to the effect that the 
Lewis survey of the Los Pocitas ran­ 
cho, made in 1854, and covering about 
four square leagues, correctly marked 
"Outer boundaries of Los Pocitas 
Grant,” within which two square 
leagues were subsequently confirmed 
by the U. S. Supreme Court and pat­ 
ented to Mexican grantee. 
These 
lands comprise over 30,000 acres, and 
.about 120 settlers are affected adverse­ 
ly by the decision. 
A patent was issued to-day for Ran­ 
cho Cufiada de San Vincent y Mesa del 
Padre Barona, in San Diego county, 
containing 13,316 acres. 
The War Department has issued a 
general order requiring all disbursing 
officers, as far as practicable, to keep 
the bulk of the funds advanced to 
them in independent treasury offices, 
and limit deposits in local depository 
banks to such amounts only as may be 
necessary for small local payments. 


N EW Y O R K. 
N ew YORK, Nov. 25.—A Washing­ 
ton dispatch says the Secretary of the 
Navy has decided to issue orders to 
suspend work on the iron-clads, and to 
detach from large vessels recently or­ 
dered into commission, all officers, to 
await further orders. The transporta­ 
tion of ordnance stores to Key West 
will also be stopped. 
There is no possibility, it is said, of 
settling the diplomatic controversy be­ 
tween Spain and the United States for 
many months to come, which accounts 
for the orders. 
Evacuation Day was celebrated in 
a quiet way by the veterans 
of 
1812, by a dinner at the armory of the 
Seventh Regiment. 
Tweed remains in the Tombs, but is 
complaining of the dampness and 
stench of the cell in which be was 
first placed. He has been removed to 
a cell on the second tier, in what is 
called the new prison.

was stolen iu August last, and the re­ 
mainder in September. The irregulari­ 
ties in the olhee are not of a nature to 
warrant the removal of the Treasurer.

LETTER FROM SALT LAKE, 
Salt Lake CiTir, c tab Territory,

Dear Mr. W 
I’ve gotten pretty 
high up in the world (4,300 ft.) but not 
so high as to forget the friends that I 
left in the little city near the sea, and 
the promise I made of writing. 
I’m quite in love with this eyrie. 
No city has so superb a mounting, the 
Wasatch encompass it with a royal 
rim, seen on this glorious Indian Sum­ 
mer day, one instinctively recalls the 
Indian legend, which runs something 
like this. When the lofty and barren 
mountains were first lifted into the 
sky, and from their elevation looked 
down on the lesser heights covered 
with the vine, and the olive, and the 
fruitful trees, and the valleys verdant 
aud flowery, they sent up a murmur 
of complaint to Brahma, “ Why thus 
barren? Why these scarred and naked 
hillsides exposed to the eye of men?” 
And Brahma answered, “The very 
light shall clothe you, and the shadow 
of the passing cloud shall be a royal 
mautle. 
More verdure would be less 
light, ye shall share in the azure of 
heaven, ye belong half to us.” And 
so were the mountains dowered. 
No eloquence of words can describe 
the beauty of this valley viewed from 
the Bench. The City is scattered over 
au area of ten miles, regularly laid out 
but spursely built. 
The streets, eight 
rods wide cross at right augles, aud 
are bordered with trees whose roots 
are kept lively by the “¡Sects” (the 
Alormou word for zanja) which run 
through the ieugth and breadth of the 
(Jity. 
We have plenty of breathing 
room, for the blocks, seven to the 
mile, were laid out in acre and quarter 
lots, so that every household could 
have orchard and “truck patch” before 
its door. 
The plan has been some­ 
what modified by the growth of the 
city, but enough of it remains to give 
the piace “the air of a green countrie 
towue” though. We are quite civiliz­ 
ed with street cars, gas, theatre, lec­ 
ture hall, etc. 
The Theatre is quite a 
handsome building, capable of accom­ 
modating a large audience in the par- 
quette, dress cu-cle, and three tiers of 
gallery. 
The stock company is ex­ 
cellent, several old California names, 
Crosbie, Cogswell, Kate Deniu, etc. 
May Howard has beeu “starring” for 
the xast week. I’m no dramatic critic, 
but seems to me that she lacks the 
real histrionic power. 
In the number and variety 
of 
churches, there is no lack. 
To begiu 
with the Mormons, there are twenty- 
one Ward Meetiug Houses, exclusive 
of the i abel nade, wnich alone seats 
i2,Uthi, iu which the new revelations of 
“Celestial Marriage, Baptism for the 
dead, Roiyguuiy,” etc,, are preached to 
the saints. Alien come iu tue various 
religious bodies, from the ouicat down 
to tne newest, 
there is no occasion 
lor u man to err tor the want of in­ 
struction. He can hear preaching not 
only iu his own tongue, nut iu his own 
benel—which is uu impiovemeiit on 
the peutecostal dispensation. Remem­ 
ber we believe iu latter-day revela­ 
tions, iu these mountains, but 1 must 
couiess ihat the utteiaucesoi the ’tab­ 
ernacle sometimes suvor more of earth 
than of heaven, perhaps it is because 
i ’m a Geulile. 
i believe i ’m becoming naturalized 
to everything about me except Roiyga­ 
my. 
it does not seem quite natural 
lor a man to hoid as wives a mother 
ami her two daughters, or three sisters, 
or two nieces, etc. 
The size of the 
families is quite interesting, imagine 
if your fancy is capable of such a Bight, 
seventy-two chilmen belonging to one 
mail. They tola me a story of another 
muu, who had a contract on the rail- 
roud, aud had forty of his own family 
employed in the work. 
There is au 
example of homo manufacture—or 
home industry. 
These people live as comfortably as 
in any new country; they are chiefly 
euga^ed in agriculture, cultivating 
trow five to fifty ucres and upwards. 
As in California, the land is rich aud 
productive where it can be irrigated, 
wuter is the disideratum in the devel­ 
opment of the Territory. The climate, 
tnus far has been delightful, one fall 
of snow, which carried me back to the 
old Kentucky Home.

T1 ie Los Angeles Chamber of Com­ 
merce was incorporated In August of 
this year, and lias therefore been iu 
operation about three months.

•Dr. Griftin, in the Chamber of Com­ 
merce last night, called the attention 
of the people to the opening of the 
road to Soledad, and to the benetits 
arising from keeping the freighting 
business from Cerro Gordo and other 
points, in the city. He urged the 
merchants to take stock in the com­ 
pany controlling the road and finish 
it. It will require from $20,000 to 
$30,000. A resolution calling atten­ 
tion to the benefits arising from this 
roadway passed, and a committee ap­ 
pointed to report concerning this at 
the next meeting. 
At the Chamber of Commerce, last 
night, on motion of M. J. Newmark, 
it was resolved that the attention of 
the Mayor and Common Council be 
called to the condition of the street 
crossings throughout the city, and es­ 
pecially to the condition of New Com­ 
mercial street from Los Angeles street 
to the depot, and that they are earn­ 
estly requested to immediately have a 
sidewalk laid along that street; and 
also that It is the sense of this Board 
that the safety of citizens and the ap- 
pearauce of the city require that the 
street and the bridge leading to the 
city should be lighted at night. 
A gentleman, recently returned here 
from the east, had tiuite an adventure 
on his way home. He was traveling 
with the editor of a Southern Califor­ 
nia paper and they made the journey 
lively by some extempore music, on a 
violin and guitar. 
At Omaha they 
were joined by a gentleman with a sil­ 
ver flute, who assisted in increasing 
their harmony. They arrived safely 
here and thought no more of the man 
with the flute, until receiving a letter 
from Mr. Musgrave, auditor of the U. 
P. R. R., asking for information about 
their fellow traveler, a Mr. Otto Riel, 
who carried a sliver flute and hud ab­ 
sconded with railroad funds to a very 
large extent.

A Notice to Teachers. 


No provision having been made 
for a State Teachers’ Institute, an In­ 
stitute term will be held in connection 
with the Normal School, beginning 
Tuesday, January 6, 1874, and ending 
Friday, January 23, 1874. 
The term is made some what shorter 
than the session lost year, witli the 
hope that more teachers may be pres­ 
ent during the entire session. 
The members of the institute will 
receive two hours instruction per day 
from the faculty of the Normal School 
and others, upon subjects pertaining 
to tho duties of the school room; and 
in addition will have the privilege of 
uttending any of the classes in th»* 
Normal School, and of witnessing the 
instruction in the Model School. 
Evening lectures will be delivered 
during the session, upon educational 
topics, by prominent educators. The 
list of lectures will be announced 
hereafter. 
Board can be had at reasonable 
rates, and it is expected that the rail­ 
road companies may extend the same 
courtesy that they uid last year—free 
return tickets to those attending the 
session. 
The trustees have also made provi­ 
sion for a post graduate course, open 
to graduates of this or other Normal 
Schools, High Schools, colleges or 
academies, who may present satisfac­ 
tory evidence of having taught suc­ 
cessfully at least one year. This class 
win be provided Tor only during the 
last term of the year. The instruc­ 
tion will, in the main, be professional, 
and to those graduatiugfrom this class 
a professional diploma will be granted. 
The post graduate course will afford 
an opportunity to teachers to review 
their studies, to become acquainted 
with the most approved methods of 
instruction, and by the aid of the ap­ 
paratus with which the school is soon 
to be supplied, perhaps to become 
more familiar with illustrative appar­ 
atus and more skillful in its manipu­ 
lation.

W ASHINGTON. 


W a s h in g t o n , N ov. 24.—T h e C om ­ 
missioner of Indian AJfTiirs to -d ay 
se n t th e following telegram to Hay­ 
worth, the Indian Agent at Fort Sill 
in th e Indian territory: 
Issue no more r.nnultlea to the Co- 
manches; the demand for the five raid­ 
ers is not remitted, and if not com­ 
plied with within ten days after re­ 
ceipt of this dispatch you will stop 
their rations entirely; and if they still 
refuse they will be handed over to the 
military. Assure the Indians that the 
government is in earnest and that ar­ 
rangements are already being made to 
compel the Indians to do right.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


Madrid, Nov. 24.—President Cas­ 
tellar has received a dispatch from 
Captain-General Jovellar assuring the 
home Government that the authority 
of the Republic will be obeyed In the 
Island of Cuba. 
Berlin, Nov. 24.—The explanations 
of the Freueh Government with re­ 
gard to the pastorate of the Bishop of 
Nancy, ordering prayers for the re­ 
covery of Metz ana Strasbourg, are re­ 
garded as unsatisfactory. 
A bailiff entered the residence ot 
Archbishop Ledochowlski last week 
in accordauce with a decree of court 
and seized the furniture. The Arch­ 
bishop maintains an attitude of resis­ 
tance and is surprised at the severity 
of the measure. 
R o n e , Nov. 24.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day, Signor Moncini made 
an elegant speech in support of the 
principle of arbitration, and praised 
the conduct of the United States and 
Great Britian in the settlement of the 
Alabama claims. After the speech of 
Signor Moncini, a resolution recom­ 
mending the introduction of an arbi­ 
tration clause in future treaties with 
foreign powers, was unanimously 
adopted. 
A n t w e r p N ov. 24.—The American 
ship Westmoreland, which arrived 
here Ootober 29th from Philadelphia, 
was destroyed by fire to-day. 
H a v a n a . Nov. 24.—The British gun­ 
boat Woodlark arrived at Santiago de 
Cuba on the 18th, and on the following 
day the war ship Dande, with Com­ 
mander De Horsey, senior officer at 
Jamaica, arrived from Port Royal. 
Gen. Burriel embarked on the steam­ 
er Trinidul for Havana before Com­ 
mander DeHorsey came ashore. 
L o n d o n, N ov. 24.—The agent of the 
associated press here is authorized by 
Minister Sickles to say that there is no 
foundation for the report published in 
New York on the 21st inst., to the ef­ 
fect that Sickle* had broken off social 
relaMons with the Foreign Minister, 
or that he had expressed the opinion 
that war is inevit ible. The agent is 
als-i authorized to state that the offi­ 
cial and. personal relations between 
Minister Sick es and the Spanish offi­ 
cials are unchanged, and that Sickles 
has not expressed any opinion as to 
the pen ling question.
